in a triangle forined by three southern 
Illinois towns. 

Mrs. Elsie Sweetin has been or- 
dered held without bond here in the 
Marion county jail for the grand jury. 
The coroner’s verdict charged that her 
husband, Wilford Sweetin, “came to 
his death by means of arsenic, wilfully 
and maliciously administered by his 
wife, at the instigation of Hight, in 
conformity with an agreement be- 
tween them.” She is almost insane 
from worry and is in charge of her 
physician, Dr. S. A. Thompson, of 
Mt. Vernon. Mrs. Sweetin has re- 
tained the services of two Mt. Ver- 
non. attorneys to fight for the mini- 
mum punishment for her crime. In 
spite of her physical breakdown, hope 
has not left her. 

Will Plead For Mercy. 

Nearly forty miles away, in the 
Washington county jail, held without 
bond on the charge of poisoning his 
wife, Anna, and of complicity in the 
poisoning of Sweetin, is the “poison- 
ing pastor,” Rey. Lawrence H. Hight, 
his calm shattered into tremulous 
nervousness, his hope entirely van- 
ished. He wants to plead guilty and 
throw himself on the court's mercy. 

At the other point of the triangle, 
the two families of children, thus be- 
reft of both parents, are trying to re- 
adjust their lives. 

Mrs. Marie Eaton, Hight’s .oldest 
daughter, is in Ina, preparing to take 
the younger children, Mildred, 16, and 
Robert, 14, to her home in Tamaroa, 
Ill. . 

In the Sweetin home. in the same 
little town of 400, Mrs. Sweetin’s 
brother cares for Byford, 15; Stan- 


ton, 15, and Harry Lee, 8 Mrs 
Sweetin has exoressed a wish that 
they be placed in a Masonic orphan- 
age. The Sweetins owned their own 
home and Sweetin had two insurance 
policies of $1,000 each, one of which 
lapsed only a few days before his 
death.

The Constitution asserts, “the klan 
was not an issue,” and yet in another 
paragraph of this same editorial it is

Mr. Harris denied he was a mem- 
ber, it is true, but net “unequivocal.

In the face 
of genuine and documentary evidence 
of his membership, he gave his bare 
unsupported statement, couched in 
words that while literally true, may 
have been, and I believe were. sub- 
stantially false.

shown by income tax records. 

It all came out when Means was 
sued in the district supreme court 
here by the government for non-pay- 
ment of back taxes, the tetal amount 
involved being $267,614.40, of which 
$214.091.52 was taxes, aud the rest 
penalty for failure to pay. The tax is 
for the years 1921-22-25. 

On the basis of an approximate tax 
payment of $71,000 due each year 
from Means, “the income represented 
would be $200,000 a year, without any

tax expert in the treasury. It mizht 
| represent an income anywhere from 
$200,000 to $500,000 @ rear or over, 
it was explained, according to what 
deductions were allowed.
